|One Killed; Policeman and Four 


Civilians Wounded 


A serious shooting affair occurred 


in the French Concession Thursday 


evening resulting in the killing of 
fone armed roblir and the wounding 
of an Annamite policeman. Three 
other Chinese passers were wound- 
das was also the case with a 
detective weond and a Ruse 
ssian who joined in the affray. 
At about 8:15 it appears six me 
two of them were armed with 
volvers, entered a house where they 
stole aconsiderable sum of money 
and other effects. While they wore 
trying to leave, the alarm was given 
and police whistles were sounded 
bringing to the scene a number of 
Annamite police. ‘The robbers open= 
ced fire and one Annamily was seri- 
ously wounded with one bullet in 
the abdomen and another in the 
back. Other police thei fired and 
eno of the roblurs was shot and 
died while being tuken to hospital. 
An examination of his body later 
revealed that he was in possession 
of a fully loaded revolver and part

‘Canton, Jaly 2 
Replying to a question ia an in- 
terview with Reuter's corespondent 
as to whethcr he had been tmvited 
by tho Chinese authorities to sit on 
an investigation commission, the 
‘American Consul-General, Mr. Dow- 
glas Jeakins, said that he had re- 
ceived an invitation to a meeting, 
which he attended on the afternooe 
of June 25.

His 
return to Manchuria at this time| 
has only one interpretation, that he 
decided t» leave the capital, at 
yy rate for the ti 
mercies of Feng Yu-hsiang, 
may except the gradual wit 
of the small force of Fengtien troops!

hisiang’s creature. The present tele- 
‘gram which may not be altogether 
‘clear to foreigners but which Chi- 
nese will apparently unzerstand as 
a complete repudiation of Tuan Chi- 
jui and the Reds, is considered by 
Chinese politicians as the beginning 
of a united action to rid the coun- 
try of the present regime in Peking.

TUAN’S OPPORTUNITY 
“To the Provisional Executive: 
“You have recently announced the 
regulations governing the People's 
Conference and the election of dele- 
gates to that Conference. The for- 
‘mer were decided by the Rehabili- 
tation Conference, while the latter 
you yourself promulgated. Neither: 
you nor the Rehabilltation Confer- 
fence have any legal right to make 
laws or to affect the constitution 
of the country. Your present act is 
similar to that by which you called 
together the Rehabilitation Confer- 
‘ence which in reality is nothing 
more than a convention of the Antu 
Party. 

“For more than ten years you 
have been in the public eye. Your 
‘conduct has been to incite the people 
to rebel, to initiate dificulties for 
your superiors in office, to break the 
Taws of the land, to ‘sacrifice the 
rational rights, gand to commit 
many other deeds of a similar cha 
jacter.

Brutal Usage of Tramway Co.'s 
Employees by Agitator 
Kidnappers. 


EX-CONDUCTOR 6 MONTHS

timidation and assault.
